The
Water Supply Commission lostead of re-
fusing the applieation for the charter to
the water privileges of the Tionesta and
its (ributaries, passed It over for setion
on the part of the Legislsture when it
mests pext January. The only excose
given or apparent for this shifing of the
devision from the commission to the
Legislature, was that further legisiation
was needed, It ls evident, however, that
there is strong influence back of the
scheme and It may develop that Siate
officinls bave more than & casual Interest
In It

"Last Monday s number of prople met
in Harrisburg, quistly and withont news-
paper notice. These men are interssied
in getting possession of the streams of
the State, and to sell the water for power
or other purposes. The moving spirit in
this meeting was W, M, Jacoby, seorstary
of the Flood Commission of Pittaburg,
and he was the presiding officar of the
mesting, The ostensible objesel of the
meseting was Lo secure legislation to pre-
vant devastation by floods.  Undernesth
this legisiation and depending upon it for
the snccess of the seheme, wonld be the
necessily for controlling the streams, nnd
for this purpose the waler power oom-
panies wonld promptly offer their ser-
vices, The Flood Commission will agi-
tate the demand for lessaning the devasia-
tion by ficods, the Legislatura will be im-
portuned to pass the laws and provide the
spproprintions for the purposs, and the
power companies will throw themselves
into the breach to saye the people and the
State, by taking over the streams to their
advantage. It would sesm thers js 1o be
a conlition between the power companien
and the Flood Comm issioners,

“The people of Pittsburg are Interesied
in preventing the yearly flooda, the peo-
ple of Philsdelplia, Harrisburg, Soranton
and most of the State are indifferent o a
matter which applles only to this litle
corner of Penosylvania, and therefore the
danger of leaving the decision on this im-
portant affair to the Legislatore, with the
strong political and official  infloences
back of it, Is apparent at onee, The
members of two-thirds of the State would
have scarcely n passing interest in i, and
would be s« Hable (o vote foras against it,
“The matter is one of vilal lmporisoce
to thousands of people. The conditions
of the soll and rock formations st the
mouth ofthe Tionesta are such that o
substantial dam with 500 leet breast can-
not be built, or any otber that would nt
be & menace Lo the people living below i,
1t might hold a year, two years or len,
but it would break st Iast, and the de-
vastation that occurred at Johnstown and
Austin would be multiplied a thousand
fold, For 300 fest below the surface the
fresh or surince water courses through
the sedimentary rocks of this section, snd
t place upon that & head of 300 feet of
water and a lake as largons Chautauguas,
could not kvoid bringiug about & disaster
in time, There ls always too little onre
given to the question of safety in erecting
such structures, Promises of absolute
integrity as 1o concrete and foundation,
and in the smploymeunt of the best engi-
neering skill are easily made to oblain
the desired oharter, but those liviog be-
low that dam would never feel safs,

“Tiie people of this seetion should In-
aist, asthey bave the right, upon the
Water Supply Commission refusing the
application for the charter now, They
do not want to live in apprebension of
whut may bappen when the Legisiature
convenes, with the uneertainiy of what
that menns. The Water Commission bas
the power to grant or 1 gjret, and it should
be called vpon to exercise that power.
